HERE are breeds, varieties and 
strains of poultry almost with- 
out end. To the beginner in 
poultry culture the question of 
agi one to select is a puzzling one, 
the older poultrymen often won- 
der if they would not do better to 
change breeds. The purpose for which 
chickens are kept will determine 
which class of fowls is best. As to 
the varieties within that class, it is 
largely a matter of individual prefer- 
ence. A brief description of some of 
the ee varieties may be of help 
in making a selection. ; 
The General Purpose Breeds. 

Chickens may be grouped into four 
general classes: (1) General purpose 
breeds; (2) meat breeds; (8) laying 
breeds; (4) ornamental breeds. The 
aim of the breeders of general purpose 
fowls is to combine laying and meat 
producing ability to the greatest ex- 
tent possible. The general purpose 
birds will not average as ‘prolific lay- 
ers as some of the more strictly egg 
fowls. For producing meat, however, 
they are fully as efficient as the strict- 
ly meat breeds. For the general farm- 
er who is keeping poultry as a side 
issue the returns from the general pur- 
pose breeds will usually be greater 
than from any of the more specialized 
breeds. 

The most popular and most widely 
distributed of the general purpose 
breeds.is-the Plymouth Rock. It is a 
medium sized breed, deep breasted and 
well proportioned. Plymouth Rocks 
are very good layers, especially the 
After the hens are a year 
old they tend to become fat and slug: 
gish and lay fewer eggs. The meat is 
of excellent quality. The chickens 
make good broilers at from three to 
four weeks of age or can be profitably 
fed for later markets. They are early 
maturing and as rapid growers excel 
all other breeds. Chicken feeders who 
crate-fatten extensively put the Plym- 
outh Rock in first place for this pur- 
pose. 

There are three varieties of Plym- 
outh Rocks—Barred, White and Buff. 
The great trouble with the Barred 
Plymouth Rock is the difficulty in 
keeping the color markings up to stand- 
ard. They tend to become unevenly 
barred, the bars become too wide or 
too narrow or the general color too 
dark or too light. From a utility stand- 
point this factor is of Httle importance, 
but where birds or eggs are sold for 
breeding purposes it is important that 
the color markings be up to standard. 
The Buff Rocks have a tendency to 
vary somewhat from the desired shade 
and to produce black feathers in wings 
or tail. They average a little smaller 
than the Barred or White varieties. 


| The White Rocks breed true to color 


the easiest. The hens of this variety 


show even more of a tendency to be- 
come overfat than do those of the 
Barred variety. 

Plymouth Rock eggs are brown, 
which is something of an objection in

some markets and an advantage with 
others. The standard weight for the 
breed is nine and a half pounds for 
cocks and seven and a half for hens. 
Plymouth Rocks are criticised some- 
what for lack of hardiness as com- 
pared with the other general purpose 
breeds, and there is doubtless some 
ground for this criticism. They may 
be greatly improved in this point by 
the use of birds of exceptionally strong 
vitality in the breeding pen. 

Next to the Plymouth Rocks in popu- 
larity as a general purpose breed are 
the Wyandottes. They average about 
a pound lighter than the Plymouth 
Rocks. The chickens are nearly as 
rapid growers and produce meat of 
as good or even better quality. 

The Wyandottes are generally con- 
sidered to stand heavy feeding for 
rapid growth a little better than most 
of the other breeds. The hens are 
active and do not become overfat as 
easily as Plymouth Rocks. 

There are several varieties of Wyan- 
dottes, all the same type and having 
the same general characteristics. The 
only distinguishing point is the color. 
With this breed, as with the Plymouth 


Rocks, the mixed colors are difficult |

fancy points a solid color is preferable. 
One of the newest of the general pur- 
breeds is the Rhode Island Ked. 
fowls are very hardy @nd for 
that reason well adapted to farm con- 
ditions. They rank up well with the 
Plymouth Rocks and andottes 
laying ability and as meat producers. 
They are about the same size as the 
Wyandottes, the standard weight being 
eight and one-half pounds for the cock 
and six and one-half pounds for the 
hen. The color is a brilliant red, with 
portions of the tail and wings shad- 
ing off to black. The exact shade of 
color varies considerably. 
There are a number of other general 
purpose breeds, such as the Dom- 
iniques, Buckeyes and Javas. The lat- 
ter are about the same size as the 
Plymouth Rocks, though of a little 
different shape. They lay well, are 
fairly good for meat and are good sit- 
ters. There are two varieties, black 
and mottled. The objection applies to 
this breed that is made to all birds 
with black plumage—that the black 
pinfeathers detract considerably from 
the appearance of the dressed fowl. 
Such birds are seriously discriminated 
against in the markets. The foregoing 
breeds have been developed in this | 
country and are known as American 
breeds, There is also an English 
breed, the Orpingtons, that gives very 
good satisfaction as a general purpose 
fowl, 
The Meat Breeds. 
The meat breeds, most of which aré 
Asiatics, are the oldest breeds in this 
country. The Brahmas, one of the 


Ne 
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most common of these, are large, the 
male weighing eleven to twelve pounds 
and the hen eight and a half to nine 
and a'half. This large size is one of 
the chief points in favor of the Brah- 
mas. They are slow maturing, and it 
takes considerable feeding to get their 
large frames thickly enough cov 
with meat to be in good market condi- 
tion, Like all feathered legged breeds, 
the Brahma is clumsy and for this 
reason does not make a first class 
mother. The pullets are too slow in 
maturing to lay many eggs the first 
winter. Even.when matured they are 
not heavy layers, though they do most 
of their laying in the winter, when eggs 
are high. This is largely because their 
large size and heavy featherihg make 
them less susceptible to cold. As meat 
producers the rahmas are about 
equal to the general purpose breeds, 
though for high class capons they are 
perhaps a little superior. There are 
two varieties of Brahmas, light and 
dark. The light Brahmas are thy more 
popular. The black variety is more 
difficult to breed for color, and much 
attention to fancy points has caused 
utility to be largely lost sight of. 

Cochins are the second of the meat 
breeds in size, the males weighing 
eleven pounds and the hens’eight and 
a half. They are of the same massive, 
full feathered type as the Brahmas, 
averaging a trifle shorter legged and 
wider across the back. Like the Brah- 
mas, they are hardy. They are not as 
good layers, however, and are just as 
slow in maturing. There are four va- 
rieties, of which the buff is the most 
common, 

Both these breeds have served a good 
purpose in grading up the mongrel 
strains of the country and providing 
foundation stock for the American 
breeds. At present, however, they 
have few points of superiority over the 
American: breeds as meat producers 
and are inferior to them in laying abil- 
ity. As show fowls they are prized. 
because of their size and beauty. 

The smallest and quickest maturing 
of the Asiatic breeds is the Langshan. 
They are objectionable because of 
their black color, white skin and feath- 
ered legs and do not excel the Amer- 
ican breeds in any practical qualities. 
An English breed, the Dorkings, are 
good meat producers, but poor layers. 
For the man who is in the poultry 
business from a utility standpoint one 
of the general purpose or laying breeds 
will be more satisfactory than any of 
the meat breeds. 

The Laying Breeds. 

The laying breeds originally came 
from the region around the Mediter- 
ranean sea, and hence are often re 
ferred to as the Mediterranean breeds. 
The most popular of these is the Leg- 
horn. Leghorns are small birds, not 
more than half the size of the Astatics. 
They are very active and good for- 
| agers. They outrank any of the other 
breeds in laying qualities, laying both 
summer and winter if properly cared 
| for. They are not adapted to the poul- 
tryman who pays no attention to his 
chickens, as they will not lay unless 
| they are given good care. They lay 
white eggs weighing ten to the pound. 
The eggs of the American breeds 
weigh eight to the pound. 

The small size of the Leghorn hens 
' makes them cheaply kept. They are 
| early maturing, often. beginning to lay 
when they are four and a half months 
old. Their flesh is of good quality, but 
| their size is against them from a mar- 
ket standpoint. The only way the

Water Guns That Discharge Nine 
Thousand Gallons a Minute. 

The two new Chicago fireboats are 12¢ 
feet long and of thirty-six foot beam. 
and their fire fighting battery as well 
as the means resorted to by which 
they can anchor solidly anywhere in 
the river instead of having to fight a 
fire alongside a dock is as revolu- 
tionary and interesting as the powe1 
plant. The main water battery con- 
sists of two great “water guns’ that 
can be swung in any direction or at 
any angle upon their standards. These 
standards are mounted on a platform 
just over the positions of the pumps, 
each great nozzle taking the entire 
force of 4,500 gallons of water pet 
minute from the pump under it when 
desired, or should the necessity re 
quire it one nozzle, by inserting a 
slightly larger head, can take the com- 
bined 9,000 gallons per minute of both 
pumps and throw it in one huge, shat- 
tering stream, 

Bach nozzle, with a two inch open- 
ing and each receiving the full force 
of the pump under it, can throw a 
powerful stream fully 500 feet, while 
. one. of them, with a three and one-halt 
inch opening and receiving the water 
from both pumps, can throw a stream 
nearly twice the size about the same 
distance, perhaps a little farther. In 
addition to these justly named water 
guns, the fire fighting battery consists 
of sixteen connections for hose; but, of 
course, the larger the number of lines 
of hose used the less is the force of 
the streams from the water guns. It 
would, however, be impossible to use 
the water guns on many fires, as their 
force would soon batter down the 
walls of an ordinary brick building if 
the fighting were at close range; also 
should the necessity require lines of 
hose could be run from these connec- 
tions to supply fire engines at a fire 
several blocks away from the river. 
In fact, the boats could be used from 
several points in the river or from the 
lake front to fight any fire in Chi- 
eago’s business district.—Popular Me 
chanics. 


Telephone and Phonograph. 

Some time ago a magnetic phono- 
graph was invented which its designer 
hoped to use in connection with the 
telephone to receive and record mes- 
sages in the absence of the owner of 
the phone. The objection to this sys- 
tem was that a person calling up a 
number and receiving no response was 
not inclined to deliver his message to 
something so intangible as an unre- 
sponsive and apparently inanimate ma- 
chine at the other end of the wire. A 
new improvement is reported along 
this line, in which a phonograph is 
provided to answer calls of. telephones 
when the person called is out. The 
person before leaving will deliver a 
message to the phonograph stating 
when he will return, where he is going 
or where he may be called, and this 
the phonograph will automatically re- 
peat twice to each call. This it will do, 
no matter iow many calls there may 
be.—London Standard, ; 


Street alee. 

When the first international congress 
for the suppression of street noises is 
called to order in Berlin in June, 1910, 
there will be representatives, accord- 
ing to a statement made by Mr. Bor- 
dengreen of the Society For the Bet- 
terment of London, from the United 
States, England, Germany, Austria. 
Holland, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Denmark, “By that time,” says one 
of the New York society, “the objects 
of the organization will have become 
better known and we will have out- 
lived the ridicule with which the noise 
fighters are now looked upon.” At the 
London conference, where the question 
as to where to hold the first congress 
was determined, it was also agreed 
that the second meeting of the kind be 
held in New York in 1912 under the 
direction of Mrs. Isaac L. Rice.—New 
York Tribune.

'AGREAT GRANGE FAR 


Annual Encampment of a Penn- 
sylvania Pomona Grange. 


The Grange Owns Twenty-eight Acres 
of Land In a Park, and Hundreds of 
Farmers and Their Families Hold 
There a Big Fair Every September. 


The Center county Pomona grange 
of Pennsylvania annually holds a great 
encampment and grange fair at Center 
Hall. This annual gathering is abso- 
lutely a grange enterprise and is con- 
ducted under the management of the 
county grange. It started as a one day 
grange picnic in 1874 and. was con- 
verted into a three days’ encampment 
in 1887, and in 1890 the county grange 
bought twenty-eight acres of land join- 
ing the borough of Center Hall and 
converted it into a park, known as 
Grange park, paying $115 an acre, the 
title and ownership being absolutely 
in the county grange, it being an in- 
corporated body. Since the purchase 
of the ground there has been added to 
the encampment a grange fair which 
has been enlarged from year to year. 
The whole ground is thoroughly equip- 
ped with suitable exhibition buildings. 
The county grange also owns a large 
number of tents and full camp equi- 
page, which are rented to families at 
$3 per tent. Several hundred farmers 
and their families camp every year, 
the attendance aggregating from ten 
to fifteen thousand. 

The thirty-sixth annual encampment 
and grange fair was held Sept. 11 to 
17.. Leading members of the Order 
and people prominent in public affairs 
addressed the people daily in the large 
auditorium. : 

This year a large and attractive poul- 
try building has been erected superior 
to any building of the kind on the 
largest fair grounds in the state, and 
the poultry exhibit was a special at- 
traction at this year’s grange fair, The 
general exhibition building erected two 
years ago has proved a great attrac- 
tion and has been crowded with ex- 
hibits. The museum of relics is a very 
interesting feature and attracts many 
people. Among the most interesting 
exhibits in the museum is a full set 
of machinery for the manufacture of 
flax as used by our ancestors. Another 
feature is an old fashioned chimney 
place filled with the cooking utensils 
of our grandmothers. 


FARMING IN SCHOOLS. 


Opinion of Members of the Faculty of 
an Agricultural College. 

The Mansfield (Conn.) grange has in 
its membership several of the faculty 
of the Connecticut Agricultural: col- 
lege, and their opinion. on the subject 
of teaching agriculture in otr common 
schools may be of general interest. 
The Mansfield grange, after due con- 
sideration, adopted the following re- 
port on the subject: 

“Agriculture, while a technical, vo- 
cational subject, is so closely related 
to the welfare of every individual that 
we recognize the need for a general 
dissemination of information as to the 
conditions of country life and the re- 
lation of agriculture to the commu- 
nity—the conditions favorable for the 
conservation and development of the 
agricultural resources of the nation. 
The place for this instruction is in the 
higher grades of our public schools, 
both city and country, and the instruc- 
tion should be given by teachers spe- 
cially trained for the work and not by 
teachers engaged in the general work 
of instruction in the various subjects 
of school work, : 

“Before agriculture can be properly 
introduced into our country schools 
there must be a radical change in our 
system. The higher grades at least 
must be brought together into the con- 
solidated graded township school. In 
this consolidated school a teacher of 
science could very properly be employ- 
ed, a part of whose duties should be to 
teach agriculture. In our common 
country schools as at present organ- 
ized we do not favor the introduction 
of agriculture as a part of the required 
work. 

“In all grades we favor the use of 
text books which shall familiarize the 
pupils with agricultural terms.” 
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New Apportionment of Delegates. 

At a recent meeting of the Jefferson 
county (N. Y.) Pomona it was decided 
to support the Northern New York 
Development league by voting it $25 
annual dues. Another important mat- 
ter considered was the plan of ap- 
pointing state grange delegates to be 
put in force at the next annual meet- 
ing in December, and the plan was 
adopted. It gives the various granges 
in the county a more equitable distri- 
bution of delegates. Six of the largest 
granges in the county are given one 
delegate each year, and the other dele- 
gates apportioned to the county are 
divided among the remainder of the 
.granges according to the membership, 
the delegates to alternate among 
them. Two granges and in a few 
cases three granges are grouped to- 
gether as a unit, and one of the three 
granges will be entitled to a delegate 
each year.- Each subordinate grange 
entitled to a delegate will recomménd 
a suitable candidate to the Pomona be- 
fore the annual meeting, leaving the 
election to the Pomona.

A Few “Corrections” 


The writer has long had very high 
respect for the young men who fur- 
nish the political news for the dif- 
ferent Boston newspapers. He enjoys 
a warm friendship with many of them, 
close acquaintance with ‘practically 
all of them, and their friendship and 
acquaintance furnish to him a. more 
intimate’ knowledge of their motives 
and purposes in publishing some of 
the matter that they frequently do, 
than he could otherwise have. 

lt is, therefore, not very difficult 
to see considerable that is amusing 
in some of the matter that has been 
published during the last week with 
regard to the rolitical intentions of 
the Editor of the Townsman, who 
once upon a time held a prominent 
place in the political life in Massachu- 
setts. We say “once upon a time” 
advisedly, because whatever the fu- 
ture may have in store, the present 
marks the entire absence of the Editor 
of the Townsman from things pol- 
itical, and because of that absence 
leads to’two or three comments upon 
some recent newspaper statements, 

Last Saturday’s Transcript gave the 
“inside facts” of the Income: Tax 
resolution offered at the last State 
Convention, It was an _ interesting 
story, but it lacked one very essential 
element—practically none of it was 
true. The plank was offered by the 
delegate from Andover in good faith, 
and he bowed to the will of the Reso- 
lution Committee as readily and a- 
greeably as any one. could properly 
expect, when he realized that to do 
anything different was as -near.-to 
an impossibility for him as it would 
have been for the Committee on Res- 
olutions itself to do anything. differ- 
ent from what had been outlined for 
it. : 

In the Traveler of a few nights 
later, that brilliant writer. our good 
friend, McQuaid, had another story, 
humorous and clever, suggesting that 
there are differences existing between 
“the powers that be” and the writer. 
Impossible! Never were the rela- 
tions more harmonious, that is, hardly 
ever, than at present. We say “hard- 
ly ever,” because we can recall that 
when any of the. “inner circle” wanted 
things done by the Speaker of the 
House, “molasses was more in use 
than ‘vinegar,’ and soft words actual- 
ly did ‘butter some parsnips.’” But 
what of it? Nobody was fooled, and 
as the writer did not go into the busi- 
ness of legislative agent or paid 
lobbyist when he ceased to absorb’ 
“molasses” and “butter,” the result 
is exactly what he expected. 

But the unkindest cut of all was 
when our good friend Nichols, of the 
Post announces that there is a Foss- 
Cole alliance to elect the distinguish- 
ed man who is running for Lieutenant 
Governor on the Democratic ticket. 

They may charge me with crimes, 
They may call me bad names, 
They may pilfer my cash, 
My good name, and all that; 
But beware of the wrath

To Re-dem-o pub-crat. 

‘Why can’t they let a poor humble 
farmer alone? Particularly at this 
time of the year when there is so 
much to be done in gathering, the 
fall crops? Our land is a little low, 
and the seed was put in late, with the 
result that while the other fellow’s 
cauliflowers came early, ours are now 
in their prime; while the other fel- 
low’s cabbages are all marketed, ours 
are not yet gathered; while the other 
fellow’s squashes ripened weeks ago.

Dear brothers of the Boston press, 
when I was “IT,” I treated you as 
generously as I knew how; I told you 
my plans and my purposes, in polities 
and private affairs.

“L approve the by-laws-of the moth- 
er church, and require the Christian 
Science board of directors to main- 
tain them and sustain them. These 
directors do not act contrary to the 
rules of-the church manual, neither 
fo they trouble me with their diffi- 
culties with individuals in their own 
church, or with the members of the 
branch churches. 

“My province as a leader—as the 
discoverer and founder of Christian 
Science—is not to interfere in cases of 
discipline, and I hereby publicly de- 
clare that I am not personally involved 
in the affairs of the church in any 
other way than through my written 
and published rules, all of which can 
be read by the individual who desires 
to inform himself of the facts.” 

Mrs... Eddy, therefore, will not give 
audience to any committee that may 
come over from New York repre- 
senting Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson and 
the sixteen practitioners of. that city 
recently deposed. 

The announcement that representa- 
tives of Mrs. Stetson would come to 
Boston to seek an interview with 
Mrs. Eddy was made on Oct. 11, and

Comparatively Insignificant. 

The biggest free show that this gen- 
eration will have seen will soon be 
given, Its arena will be high up in the 
sky, where everybody may see it, and 
there will be no need of crowding. It 
will be a one star show, the return of 
Halley’s comet. The last time it was 
seen by the people on earth was in 
1835, and it is now in the last stages 
of a journey of 6,800,000,000 miles, 
which had to be made to play this re- 
turn date, 

Again, notwithstanding the advance 
of science, fear will mingle*with won- 
der at its apparition. A thrill of appre- 
hension will be felt by millions who 
see its fiery head plowing through the 
stars and its sword shaped tail bran- 
dished ‘over the earth, as if monttory 
of unknown and unavoidable evil, 

Astronomers have calculated that 
Halley’s comet must have crossed in- 
side the orbital distance of Jupiter 
from the sun about the ist of last Jan- 
uary. In the middle of January its 
distance from the earth was estimated 
at 440,000,000 miles. During the late 
fall it is expected to become visible to 
the naked eye after having for months 
before been photographed and studied 
with telescopes. It ‘will slowly bright- 
en during next winter, being visible 
from nearly all parts of the earth. 

Gradually approaching the sun, it 
will make its perihelion passage at a 
distance of about 66,000,000 miles from 
the solar globe on the 18th of next 
April. Its greatest brightness is ex- 
pected to occur after the perihelion 
passage, when it will draw nearer the 
earth and be visible in both the even- 
ing and the morning sky. But at that 
time it will be south of the celestial 
equator and consequently better seen 
from the southern hemisphere.’ About 
May 18 the comet will be only 12,000,- 
000 or 13,000,000 miles from the earth, 
although for more than a month it 
will have been retreating from the sun. 

Just what its appearance will be no 
one can predict. It is the Proteus of 
space. It may blaze with amazing 
splendor, as it did when. trembling Eu- 


“rope. saw in it an avatar of the con- 


quering sword of the prophet of Mec- 
ca, or it may be relatively insignifi- 
cant. But in any event it will fix the 
attention. of mankind and for astrono. 
mers will be the most interesting phe- 
nomenon seen in the sky for many dec- 
ades, 

The returns of Halley’s comet have 
recently been traced back to the year 
240 B..C., but it has probably been re- 
volving in its elliptical orbit very much 
longer than that. 

Halley’s discovery after its appear- 
ance in 1682 that it was a regular vis- 
itor to the neighborhood of the sun has 
always ranked as one of the capital 
triumphs of astronomy. His suspicion 
that the comet of 1682 was not paying 
its first visit to the sun was based 
upon the similarity between its orbit 
in space and the orbits of two other 
comets which, had appeared in 1607 
and 1531 respectively. (He did not 
guess its identity with the comets of 
1456 and 1066.) If the three were iden- 
tical, then the same comet ought to 
return again after another interval of 
about twenty-six years. Accordingly 
Halley ventured the prediction that 
the comet would be back again in 1758, 
He died in. 1742, seventeen years be- 
fore the fulfillment of his prophecy.— 
Garrett P. Serviss in Hampton's Mag- 
azine. 


Life Rings on Mountains. 

A remarkable example of the way in 
which a mountain may afford on a 
small scale an image of the earth’s cli- 
mates arranged in successively higher 
circles has been found by Dr. P, Low- 
ell in the San Francisco peaks. These, 
which are ancient volcanoes, rise out 
of a plateau having a mean elevation 
of 7,000 feet above sea level. The 
peaks are encircled with zones of veg- 
etation, which run almost like contour 
lines round them. Between 6,500 and 
8,500 feet the yellow pine is the domi- 
nant tree. From 8,500 to 10,300 feet 
the Douglas fir, the silver fir, the cork 
fir and the aspen share the available 
ground. Between 10,300 and 11,500 
feet the Engelmann spriice and the 
fox tail pine take possession and as- 
cend to the tree limit.—Youth’s Com- 
panion. : 


Long Lived Birds, . . 

The Duchess of Bedford in “British 
Birds” gives some remarkable instances 
of longevity among birds in her own 
collection. A Barbary dove which has 
been in the duchess’ possession for fif- 
teen years was left her by an old wo- 
man who also owned it for fifteen 
years and who always said it was an 
old bird when it was given to her. A 
Chinese goose has been in the posses- 
sion of the family for fifty-seven years. 
A pintail drake which the duchess 
bought twenty years ago, when it was 
an adult bird, still survives. The bird 
was taken from the nest in 1852 and 
died in 1900. “It was chained by the 
leg to a small hutch,” says the duch- 
ess, “and lived forty-eight years under 
these miserable conditions.” 


The Era of Preventive Medicine. 

The era of preventive medicine has 
barely dawned. Statesmen are begin- 
ning to open their eyes to the vast im- 
portance of conserying the health of 
the nation in order to insure its civic 
integrity and permanence. The indus- 
trial world is not only no longer un- 
willingly yielding to wise laws design- 
ed to safeguard the health of the labor- 
ing classes, but is actually initiating of 
its own volition measures for improv- 
ing the physical welfare, and therefore 
indirectly the educational authorities 
are beginning to focus their attention 
upon the bodily health of the child,
